NEW YORK, July 29.—The les­ 
sons learned by the United States 
In its work pf rehabilitation of sol­ 
dier and sailor* veterans of the war, 
I fapplied to the problems of the in­ 
dustrial cripple woald mean not on­ 
ly the return to independence of 
these injured workers but an ac­ 
tual increase in the wealth of the 
nation of 
$2,500,000,000 a year, 
according to Ralph T. Fisher, dis­ 
trict vocational oficer of the Feder­ 
al Board of Vocational Education in 
the New York District in an ad­ 
dress here today before the New 
York Rotary club. 
“In point of dollars,” said Mr. 
Fisher, “ retraining the industrially 
crippled men means an increased 
productive value to the nation of 
amounts 
heretofore 
little 
under­ 
stood. I believe we are easily with­ 
in conservative estimates in saying 
th at 
any 
seriously disabled 
man 
who can 
be vocationally rehabil­ 
itated will have his earning capa­ 
city increased by a total of at least 
$12 ,500 for the remaining period 
of his life and that his increased 
productive value to the nation will 
easily reach $50,000. 
“The Federal Board of Vocation­ 
al Education is just now gather­ 
ing data on the subject, but if, 
for immediate etsimates, we assume 
that not more than one-fifth of the 
permanently 
disabled 
require 
re­ 
training. 
we 
would 
have 
50,000 
men a year to be trained. It is a 
simple m atter of computation to see 
that if each retiained man returns 
$60,000 in the remainder of his 
life the increment accruing to the 
wealth of the nation would amount 
to two and one-half billion dollars. 
This enormous figure, it must be 
remembered, is the esimated result 
of 
rating 
hose 
persons 
crippled 
in industry in one year.” 
Mr. Fisher said it was estimated 
by the board that four tr five times 
as many persons are disabled in in­ 
dustry iii one year as were disabled 
In 
the 
American 
Expeditionary 
Forces during the period of the 
war. He said that at least 250,000 
persons are permanently disabled in 
the United States each year through 
Industrial accidents. 
The problem, said Mr. Fisher, will 
always,, be largely a state problem. 
‘T h e state.” he said, “which is 
responsible for the most industrial 
cripples 
is likewise 
reaping cor­ 
responding profits from the indus­ 
tries in that state which are re­ 
sponsible for those cripples. Con­ 
sequently, the funds for industrial 
rehabilitation should come chiefly

training but purposes to standardize 
supervise and encourage industrial 
rehabilitation in the various states. 
The New' York law* designates a 
state advisory committee for the 
rehabilitation of handicapped per­ 
sons which will co-operate with oth­ 
er state agencies concerned. 
Fat 
Immediate encouragement congress 
has appropriated $3,750,000 to be 
allotted to the states,' covering a 
period of the next four years, on 
condition that the states meet this 
appropriation dollar for dollar. 
“New York has done the charac­ 
teristic thing in anticipation of the

acceptance by the governor of the 
state will complete the formalities.

according to the report. The occur­ 
rence of these specie^ chiefly in the 
lake states and New* England has 
led to the over centralization of the 
paper-making industry there, it is 
stated.

Earlier in the contest, a negro 
delegate from Oklahoma, appearing 
before the credentials committee at 
3 o’clock in the morning, put new 
life into that body and won his 
point by a remark. Having told 
how the “ lily white” side had held 
its convention in a hotel from which 
negroes were barred by the pro­ 
prietor, he said: 
“ Why, gentlemen, in Oklahoma

henhouse to the hotel." 
In the laugh that followed a mo­ 
tion to seat the contestant was car­ 
ried unanimously.

When General Grant became 
secretary of war. General Porter be­ 
came his assistant, and when Grant 
became president. General 
Porter 


was his private secretary. 
After bls service with 
General 


Grant, General Porter left public 
life and entered upon a business ca­ 
reer, at which he was exceedingly 
successful. Railroading was his line 
and he was at one time president 
of the Pullman company. 


The Grant monumeni on River­ 
side Dri\e, New York, was largely 
made possible thru the efforts of 
General Porter, and the return of 
the remains of John Paul Jones to 
this country from France was also 
made possible thru his work while 
ambassador to France. General Por­ 
ter spent $35,000 of his own money 
in this undertaking and refused to 
permit congress to reimburse him. 
In 1897 
he published his work 
“Campaigning With Grant."
